COUNTY TRAFFIC 
DEATHS DECLINE 


Three Less Killed in Auto 
Wrecks Last Year Than In 
1936, Patrol Captain Finds 


El Dorado County during 1937 set a 
good example to the rest of the state 
and the Nation in the reduction of 
deaths involving automobiles, accord- 
ing to the report for the year compiled 
by E. A. Brewster, Captain of the Cal- 
ifornia Highway Patrol in this county. 

Patrol records show that there were 
nine highway fatalities. in the county 
during 1936 and that there were three 
less during 1937, a record which, while 
not entirely satisfactory, is an im- 
provement and places El Dorado Coun- 
ty among the few counties of the state 
which can show a decline in traffic 
deaths. 


The report further shows that there 
were seventeen arrests by the patrol 
for drunken driving in 1937 as com- 
pared with only six in 1936, and there 
were more than two hundred sixty ci- 
tations for drunken driving and for 
speeding which might have had a part 
in reducing the number of traffic fa- 
talities for the year. 

The report, which is being forward- 
ed to the California Highway Patrol 
headquarters at Sacramento, shows 
that the El Dorad® County squad of 
four officers traveled a total of 91,- 
000 miles during the year on motor- 
cycles and in automobiles, patrolling 
state highways in El Dorado County.

cHOWS GAIN 


Big Canyon, Beebe, Black Oak 
Mines Lead Production In 
County, Says U. S. Report 


The mine production of gold, silver, 


“copper, and lead in California in 1937, | 


in terms of recovered metals, is esti- 
_ mated to have been 1,164,400 
ounces of gold, 2,865,000 pounds of 
lead valued in all at $44,383,495, ac- 
cording to preliminary figures by the 
Bureau of Mines, United States De- 
partment of the Interior; no produc- 
tion of zinc was reported for 1937. 
These figures compare with a produc- 
tion in 1936 of 1,077,442 ounces of gold, 
2,103,799 ounces of silver, 8,762,000 lbs. 
of copper, 964,000 pounds of lead, and 
16,000 ounces of zinc valued in all at 
$40,191,110. 

The gross value of California pro- 
duction at average yearly prices in 1937 
of $35 per ounce of gold, $0.771 per 
ounce of silver, $0.121 per pound of 
copper, and $0.061 per pound of lead 
was: Gold $40,754,000; silver $2,208,915; 
copper $1,268,000, and lead $152500. The

PRESIDENT OPPOSES HOLDING COMPANIES, 


REGARDLESS OF THEIR TYPE 


Roosevelt Indicates Course To Be Followed In Breaking 
Up Large Concerns Has Not Been Determined; Reiterates 
Opposition As Expressed In Jackson Day Address 


WASHINGTON, (UP) — President 
Roosevelt today issued a flat warn- 
ing that all holding companies must 
be eliminated from the nation’s econ- 
omic structure. 

The President made the assertion in 
discussing the general situation re- 
garding public utilities. ; 

He declared that his opposition to 
holding companies is not confined to 


the utility field and cited those which

Mr. Roosevelt was asked flatly 
whether he was driving toward the 
elimination of all holding companies of 
whatever type and replied that that 
was his purpose. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s views were present- 
ed as the White House revealed the 
President will confer with additional 


business and labor leaders including 


Thomas W. Lamont, J. P. Morgan, Cr., 
partner, Owen D. Young, General Elec- 
tric chairman and John L. Lewis, 
chairman of the Committee for Indus- 
trial organization. 

Mr. Roosevelt reiterated his opposi- 
tion to utilities holding firms which he 
outlined in his Jackson Day address 
last Saturday evening. He repeated: 
that a situation in which $600,000,000 
of holding company capital controls a 
$13,000,000,000 public utility industry 
could not be tolerated. 

The President declared there were 
several methods of achieving the elim- 
ination of holding companies in all 
lines of business but declined to state 
at this time what avenue of approach 
he would use. He indicated this de- 
cision in the formative stage. 

Asked if holding companies of the 
first degree would be excluded from his 
drive he declared why have any hold- 
ing firms at all.

Between the General Electric re- 
search specialists and Mr. Burkey, they 
were able to take the “kick” out of the 


| electric shock to the extent that it has 


been proven fish will go harmlessly to 
the edge of the electrified zone and 
will go no further. 

The “screen” consists of a series of 
electrodes, hanging free in ihe water in 
such a manner that debris is permitted 
to float past, but throwing off a low- 
frequency electric charge which keeps 
the fish out of the diversion.

The new residence was built by J. 
A. Dary, contractor, and is of Spanish 
type with eight rooms and a large 
concrete basement. The stucco finish 
of the building is spread over a special 
type of metal reinforcement instead of 
the netting ordinarily used, and the 
roof is an asbestos specification. In- 
sulation was. used in all outer walls 
and the ceiling and the home is heated 
by an oil furnace, automatic. All 
water pipes are copper. 

Hardwall plaster is used on the in- 
terior except in the living room, dining 
room and one bedroom, which are fin- 
ished in California stucco. 

The kitchen has well-arranged cab- 
inets designed by the contractor, with 
modernistic linoleum covering the 
drain-boards and with stainless steel 
moulding. There is a dumb waiter 
connecting the kitchen and basement. 
The refrigerator is built-in and an 
electric range will be used in the 
kitchen.
